may be issued on any day and no milk 
may be consumed as a beverage ex- 
cept by children under ten years of 
age. A guest must provide his own 
sugar for sweetening beverages except 
that residents of hotels, clubs and 
boarding houses may be supplied 
with not exceeding six ounces of sugar 
weekly for this purpose, if they do not 
possess ordinary sugar rations, 

The order gives a table indicating 
minutely, even to fr the exact 
amount of meat, sugar, bread, flour, 
butter or other fats allowed each 
guest for each meal for the guidance 
of hotel and restaurant proprietors in 
their weekly dietary. Qf fats only 
144 ounces may be allowed each guest 
daily, of which not exceeding one-half 
may consist of butter and margarine.

Commissioners Asked to Report on

The question of general early clos- 
ing in the city was brought to the at- 
tention of the city council last night 
in the form of an extensively signed 
petition from retail storekeepers in 
the city. Some time ago it was an- 
nounced in The Bulletin that such @ 
movement was on foot, the matter 
having been forced bythe provisions 
of the Factory act, which limits the 
hours of employees. ‘The city council, 
if it is the general wish of the store- 
keepers, hay the power to enforce 
such a bylaw. The matter was re- 
ferred to the safety and health com- 
tnittee, and if such is recommended 
by the committee, the city solicitor 
will draft a bylaw as required for 
Presentation to the city council for 
approval, 

The petition, which was presented 
by a delegation headed by W. A. 
Thompson, asks that all stores shall 
be closed and no telephone orders 
taken between hours of 6 p.m. and 5 
a.in., and all day on holidays and Sun- 
days, except stores for sale of drugs, 
tobacco and cigars and confectionery, 
and these stores shall be strictly con- 
fined to the sale of the articles men- 
tioned 

The petition was endorsed by 350 
signatures, 

Mr. Thompson explained the djm- 
culties undex which the storekeepers 
were now working, and sald that it 
was considered that such an early 
closing order, which would place all 
stores in the same position, was con- 
sidered the best way out of the dim- 
eulty, 

Gas Company's Penalty 

Ald. Kinney asked if any informa- 
tion was available as to the liability 
of the Northern Alberta Natural Gas 
Development company for non-fulfil- 
ment of contract, and if any steps had 
been taken to collect the penalty. 

The city solicitor stated that the 
company was Hable to.the extent of 
$100 per day, and that a request jad 
been made for the first month's pen- 
alty. A reply was received to the 
effect that the matter had been re- 
ferred to the head office of the com- 
pany. He further stated that as the 
penalty became due further requests 
were being made for payment. 

Ald. Kinney was promised a com- 


plete report on the subject at the 
next meeting. 
E. Manders appeared before the 


council and asked that immediate at- 
tention be given to the settlement of 
iis clatm against the city, either by 
referring it to @ committee to con- 
sider terms of settlement or else to 
allow it to go to court for trial. He 
stated that in such case his claim 
for damages was $700,000. 

It is understood that Mr. Manders’ 
claim is based upon an alleged unex- 
pired contract for boulevarding. 

The commissioners were asked to 
bring in a report om the “matter, 

Tax Enforcement 

A report was presented from a 
special committee of the whole coun- 
cil, which sat to consider matters on 
which it was desirous to secure 
special legislation on questions of tax 
enforcement, etc. The report, which 
was adopted, stated that the mayor 
had been authorized to press these 
matters on the attention of the pro- 
vincial government, his action being 
taken in conjunction with the three 
other leading cities of Alberta, 

The matters included were as fol- 
lows: 

Extension of sinking fund on some 
plan involving recalculation on a 
jonger term basis, the government to 
guarantee bonds for any deficiency 
six months prior to the maturity of 
the original debentures. 

Limitation of Moratorium so far as 
taxes are concerned, to those on active 
service and their dependents, 

A general tax sale act providing for 
lands being brought to sale after the 
taxes are six months in arrears from 
the end of the year tn which levied, 
and with a redemption period of one 
year from the date of sale. Lands 
not bid in at the sale automatically 
to become the property of the city at 
the expiration of the redemption 
period. Further details of the act to 
be left to the mayor and city solici- 
tor. 

General provinelal act allowing the 
cities to impose an income tax. 

To give the city council power, 
without a vote of the burgesses, to 
assess improvements up to 50% of 
their value.

| Pay If You Please? 
Ottawa announces that the or- 
|ganization is nearly completed 
which is to have in hand the col- 


| lection of the Dominion income 
tax. The organization will have | 
'to be large if it is to collect the} 
tax from everyone upon whom 
lit should be imposed. The| 
only way of doing this is to 
take a census of everybody in the 
country, specifying his income. 
That is not contemplated in the} 
Act. Apparently, like the Mili- 
tary Service Act, the Income tax 
Act leaves it to the individual con- 
cerned ‘to determine his own lia- 
bility, and simply ealls upon all 
who receive more than the stipu- 
lated income to pay the required 
amounts. If the arrangement is 
learried through in this way it is 
to be feared the income from the 
Act will not be in proportion to | 
lihe income of those to whom the} 
Act is supposed to apply. It is 
doubtful whether we have reached 
the stage of political development 
where the payment of taxes may 
be safely put on a voluntary basis. 
Men who consider it dishonest to 
avoid the tax, and who do not 
wish to be dishonest, will pay. 
Others won’t, and it is to be sus- 
peeted that there are a good many 
‘‘others’? in Canada. So far as 
|the Income Tax scheme works it | 
is to the good, for the exemption | 
allowance is fairly generous, but 
it is neither fair to the honest 
citizen nor to the country that it | 
should be optional to the in- 
dividual whether he pays taxes or 
side-steps. 


Discouraging Conservation.

must go far to defeat the campaign 
of the food controller to induce 
ithe publie to save food.

The Canadian people owe to their | 
' Allies everything they can do to 
jhelp win the war. They owe to 
the Canadian profiteer nothing ex- 
|eept the conscription of his ill- 
gotten money and free accommo- | 
{dation in the penitentiary. With- 
}out some sort of official assurance 
that the benefifit will go to the 
/ Allies and not to food barons if | 
they do without food, or save the 
ordinary kinds of food by eating 
less desirable substitutes, it is not 

reasonable to suppose that there 
will be, or could possibly be, that 

general co-operation in the food | 
conservation policy which the cir- 
cumstances certainly require and 
which Canadians generally would | 
be very willing to exercise. While | 
there is complete lack of any as- 

surance to that effect, along comes | 
this official statement from a re- | 
presentative of the food controller 
that he is unaware of any export! 
jorders being received for the

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Civic Taxation 


The imposition of new and the | 
increase of old license fees by the 
city council is a necessity of the 
case. They must have money, and 
the citizens must provide it, But 
while there must always be taxa- 
tion if there are to be the con- 
veniences of city life, it is import- 
ant that they shall be so adjusted 
as to bear as equally as possible 
upon all citizens and shall not 
constitute an impediment to the 
conduct of legitimate business. 
Particularly they should not con- 
stitute an unfair handicap as} 
against any one legitimate busi- 
ness in favor of another; they 
should not tend to lessen the con- 
venience of the citizens, and they 
should not result in decrease in- 
stead of increase of revenue. The 
increase in the license fee on the 
sale of cigars and cigarettes has 
been the cause of a good deal of | 
comment. Of course cigars and 
cigarettes are a luxury, and, in- 
deed, some people consider them 
articles to be prohibited. But it 
is not the article itself or the use 
of it that is in question in this 
case, It is only the man who sells. 
Edmonton is a widely scattered 
city, with many classes of dealers 
and many points of local trade. It 
is convenient for the smoker to 
be able to buy a cigar when he is 
making a purchase of almost any 
kind. Consequently many men 
carrying on a small store business 
keep cigars and cigarettes as a 
side line.

In outlining a few of the things 
which had been accomplished during 
1. 
Brown, alluded to the successful pub- 
licity compaign which had been car- 
ried for the purpose of securing the 
agricultural deyelopment of Central 
Aiberta, In respect to manufacturing 
development he pointed out how the 
greater proportion of the manufactur- 
ing interests of the country were de- 
voted to war material, so that the es- 
tablishment of such in a country 680 
little developed as theirs at the pre- 
sent time was practically impossible. 
When war ended it might be an easier 
task. There had been a great deal 
of time and energy devoted to the 
subject of agricultural development 
and etock raising by well qualified 
committees. Some of it had been pro- 
ductive and some had failed, It was 
some gratification to the committee 
who looked after the sample grain 
market to know that their stand was 
the one adopted. As usual, the trans- 
portation committee had been excep- 
tionally busy. Tho best piece of work 
was the case placed before the board 
of railroad commissioners in regard 
to the proposed change in freight 
classification. It had not been found 
possible to run a business train trip 
during the year, The civic interests 
committee had done much valuable 
work during the past year, and a 
special committee investigated the 
coal situation in Alberta. Other mat- 
ters dealt with included the Pure Food 
Act, the use of abandoned railway 
grades west of Edmonton as a portion 
of a national highway, the fishing in- 
dustry, uniformity of legislation in the 
provinces, public health, and the form- 
ation of a junior beard of trade. 

The report of the secretary and the 
financial statement for the year were 
received and adopted, and Secretary 
Fisher thanked for his work during 
the vear, 

Secretary's Report. 


The report of Secretary Fisher was 
in part as follows: 

“I have the honor to submit here- 
with the auditor's report, showing 
statement of receipts and expenditures 
for 1917. It will be noticed that lia- 
bilities of $1,039.77, with which the 
board started the year 1917, have been 
reduced to $282.55, 

I also beg to report that during the 
year there have been 24 general meet- 
ings of the board, 23 meetings of coun- 
cil and about 120 meetings of vari- 
ous standing or special committees. 

There were 409 members paid fees 
in 1917 as compared with 192 in 1916. 

There were received at the office 
during the year nearly 5,000 commun- 
ications. These were on almost every 
subject in the encyclopedia, A large 
portion of these were requests for in- 
formation as t» the agricultural re- 
sources of the country. All such re- 
ceived a carefully formulated reply 
to fit the particular case, with maps 
and such printed matter as was re- 
quired and available. A largo num- 
ber of inquiries were regarding labor 
conditions, from parties either seeking 
employment or wanting help. Many 
were trade inquiries from people wish- 
ing to be placed in touch with business 
houses here with whom they could 
do business in various commodities, 
Others wanted to know where to buy 
dairy cows, bulls, sheep, pigs, of vari- 
ous breeds, and some breeds of tur- 
keys, chickens and ducks which the 
secretary had never before heard of, 

Including communications to mem- 
bers, nearly 22,000 letters have gone 
out from the office. 

The greater part of the time and 
energy of the secretary and his assist- 
ant have been expended in carrying 
out the publicity work of the board. 
In view of the small appropriation 
available for publicity purposes, this 
had to ‘be worked out very carefully 
and on a very modest seale, but the 
results being obtained are highly en- 
couraging. 

The greater part of the effort mado 
has been in pursuance of the policy 
carefully formulated by the publicity 
committee. That policy was decided 
upon both in 1917 and in 1916, after 
consultation with the committee on 
Industrial and commercial develop- 
ment and the committee on agricul- 
tural development, and is in line with 
the views which have been approved 
by this board for several years past. 
That policy is based on the economic 
fact that the development of a city

such as Edmonton, is dependent large- 
ly, if not entirely, upon the develop- 
ment of the resources of our tributary 
territory, the chief of which is agri- 
culture, ; 

Ten thousand illustrated post cards, 
inviting requests for information, were 
printed and all distributed through 
various channels. It is proposed to 
print immediately and distribute one 
hundred thousand more of these, 

An illustrated pamphiet entitled 
“The Edmonton District, Central Al- 


berta.” has been prepared and pub- 
lished. This «as been deseribed by 
numerous parties In a position to! 


judge as the best publication for the} 
purpose which has ever been issued 
for Western Canada, | 

The plan of the committee provided 
for efforts to get into touch with a) 
relatively small number of definite 
prospects to be followed up, rather) 
than an expensive general advertising | 


} campaign and what might be termed 


broadcast distribution of printed mat- 
ter. With this in view, about three 
thousand jetters were sent out to men 
known to be engaged in farming in 
the states from which we have expec- 
tation of attracting farmers, and to 
others known to be interested. These 
were multigraphed letters, but varied 
to suit different states, and each was 
signed by hand, These letters had 
no appearance of oirculars, and they 
had plenty of punch, They set forth 
briefly, but forcibly, the advantages 
of farming on the rich lands of the 
Edmonton district tn preference to 
less fertile land in the states at from 
five to ten times the price; and cor- 
respondence was invited. 

About 450 inquiries have been re- 
eelyed which could be directly traced 
to these efforts, and about as many 
more which cannot be identified. 
Every one of these has received a per- 
sonal letter from the secretary in re- 
ply, In many cases of conalderab'e 
length, a copy of the pamphlet has 
been sent and further correspondence 
invited. In a good many cases a sec- 
ond letter has been received from the 
prospect indicating keen interest, and 
in a number of cases the correspond- 
ents have stated positively that they

TRADE BALANCE 
OF $542,296,626 FOR 
FISCAL YEAR 1917 


Exports From COanada During | 


1917 Were Half Billion Over 
the Imports 


Montreal, Jan, 21—Final figures for 
the month of December, now made 
available from Ottawa, show that 
Canada's trade balance for the calen- 
dar year 1917, amounted to $542,296,- 
€26 against $329,980,000 in 1916, the 
previous high record. This favorable 
balance of half a billion dollars con- 
trasts with an unfavorable balance of 
approximately a quarter billion dollars 
in the last full calendar year before 
the war. 

A feature of the classified exports of 
1917, as was the case ‘n 1916, was the 
‘immense growth of exports of mannu- 
factures, largely munitions, In 
the exports of manufactures were 
44.1 per cent., as against 12.4 per cent, 


in 1918, the total figure in 1917 being} 


£682,621,000, Grain and like produce 
represented 47.9 per cent. of the ex- 
ports in 1918, but only 34.8 per cent. 
in 1917. 

The Gazette summarizes the year's 
exports and imports by months, as 
compiled from the official returns. The 
total exports for 1917 were $1,547,- 
440,856; imports, $1,005,346,229; bal- 
ence, $542,296626.
